A comparison between some of the^schedules 


in the new tariff bill and those of the last two 
regular tariffs is the main feature of the leading ' 
article in THE LITERARY DIGEST this week. 
It will give the reader a satisfactory idea of what 
the increases in prices, if any, wiU be in the fu- 
ture. 


Many Republican newspapers insist that the 


new tariff laws will ward off such a period of hard 
times as would hace come after the enactment of 
the Underwood tariff had it not been for the out- 
break of the great war. Already, says the Hartford • 
Courant, "our markets are being flooded with 
cheap products from Europe and without a pro- 
tective tariff the flood would become a deluge." 
The Newark Sunday Call argues that "except in 
isolated instances where the. duty on one class'of 
goods is out of proportion to other duties, tariffs 
will not change the relative value of goods to an- 
other, that is, it will not raise real prices." Of 
course, this paper continues, it will add to infla- 
tion just as any tax would. "We arc going to 
have both tariff and income taxes, but the more 
we have of a reasonable tariff the less we shall 


have of income taxes, and since there! must be 
inilation it matters little whether it is caused by 
a tariff or by some other taxes."
